Everything points to. the theory that 
a clever international gang of daring 
criminals has means of ascertaining 
when important gold shipments are be- 
ing made. Within two months a sum 
of £15,000 ($75,000) has faHen into law- 
less hands without the police of this 
country or the Continent having ap- 
parently any clue to the thieves. - 

- Losses of this kind have been fre- 
quent of late. It is said, indeed, in in- 
surance circles that there have been 
some gold robberies—smaller, it is true, 
but nevertheless serious—which have 
not ‘been made public; and the-under- 
writers are said to be considering the 


advisability of making further increase 
in the premium they:charge for the in- 
surance of specie shipments.

WASHINGTON, Jan.7.—An effort to show 
a closes working aliiance between the big 
life insurance ‘concerns and certain lead- 
ing financiers in New York was the chief 
feature of the Money Trust inquiry before 
the Pujo Committee to-day. 

“Darwin- P. Kingsley, President, and 
John. A.,.McGall, Jr., of the New York 
Life: ‘Charles A. Peabody, President of 
the Mutual Life; William A. Day,’ Presi- 
dent of the Equitable. Life: F. H. Eckert, 
Treasurer, -and.G. B. Woodward, Third 
‘Vice President; of the Metropolitan Life, 
were-questioned at length. 

Particular emphasis was laid on the 
failure.of policy holders ‘to interest them- 
sélves in elections, and the conclusion, 
broadly intimatea by Samuel»Untermyer, 
that the officers of ‘these concerns could 
perpetuate their power. The witnesses 
were also asked about their handling of 
the millions at their disposal’ each year, 
‘and whether these fund8S were not used 
to:aid the plans of J, P. Morgan, George 
F. Baker, and others. 

A. threat to punish a recalcitrant. wit- 
ness was also .a feature of the inquiry. 
George G. Henry, of the firm of William 
‘Salomon & Co., who formed the syndicate 
‘which made’ large sums out of the Cali- 
fornia: Petroleum Corporation, refused 
point blank to tell the names of certain 
bankers''who shared in ‘the profits: He 
‘did‘so under advice of ex-Senator. John C. 
Spooner of New York. The House will be 
asked to have Mr. Henry indicted. 


Bankers’ Letters Made Public. 


The committee to-dzy received infor- 
mation from ‘J. Pierpont Morgan, which 
he was unable to give when he testified,

Deputies, After Serving Attach- 
ment Writ, Ride Around with 
Motor Ambulances. 




















JUDGMENT FOR $13,505 


Attorney Says Hospital Has No Per- 
sonal Property — Everything 
Belongs to the Doctors. 


Sheriff Julius Harburger received a writ 
of attachment yesterday against the per- 
sonal property of the New York -Poly- 
clinc Medical School and Hospital, 341 to 
_The writ was 
signed by Samuel. Rosenzweig, attorney 
for Nathan J: and Moses: M. Packard, 
who hold a judgment against the hospital 
for $13,505.03. The Packards’. were ‘as- 
signees of Samuel Rosoff, an excavating 
contractor, who did part of the work 
for .the erection of the new hospital 
building. 

The writ of attachment called for the 
seizure and sale of the hospital's ambu- 
lances, apparatus, surgical instruments, 
and furniture. Sheriff Harburger said 
he was loath to execute the writ, and 
sent two of his Deputies, Thomas F. 
Winters and Nathan Metzger, to make a 
pro forma attachment. The Sheriff said: 

“TI have sixty days allowed me under 
the writ-to sell:any property which I may 
find to levy. upon. ,I, do not wish.to dis- 
turb in any way the operations of the 
hospital. I should think ‘the law would 
exempt surgical instruments and appara- 
tus from seizure, but my counsel, Albert 
Blumenstiel, says not. 

“My ideas of humanity. prevent me 
from attempting to take amy of the in- 
struments or furnituré out 6f the “hospi- 
tal. I have not’ tried: to: take: ¢ven the: 
ambulances, which are included in the 
writ. The hospital’s ambulance service 
takes in the district. boundéd by. the 
Hudson River, Forty-second Street, 
Sixth Avenue, Fifty-ninth Street, Cen- 
tral Park West, and Ninety-second Street. 
I ,would not think of. depriving :this dis- 
trict of this ambulance service. 


Deputies on the Ambulances. 


“The three motor ambulances of the 
hospital are worth $4,000 apiece, I am 
informed, almost enough to satisfy the 
judgment. Part of the time to-day my 
deputies have been going out with them, 
sitting on the seats with the chauffeurs, 
in constructive possession, while they an- 
swered calls. Another of my men has 
been on the spot, in the hospital building, 
exercising a constructive possession of 
the property within the building, but not 
interfering in any way with its use to 
relieve human suffering.”’ 

Henry Staton of 80 Broadway, the ‘hos- 
pital’s attornéy, made a formal demand 
on Sheriff Harburger yesterday to re- 
move his men. Mr; Staton-said that the 
hospital had no property on which to 
levy. ._He declared that while the-build- 
ing cost $650,000, the hospital. had assets 
of only $417,373. Mr. Staton: said that 
the. instruments and apparatus in ‘the 
hospital were the property of individual 
physicians and that the furniture had 
been given to doctors individually and 
put by them in the hospital, without the 
hospital corporation ever getting title to 
it, He also declared that the instruments 
and apparatus were exempt from seizure 
as tools of a profession. Mr. Blumen- 
stiel, for the Sheriff's legal department, 
said that exemption of. professional tools 


might be claimed by an. andividual, but 
not by a corporation.

William Rockefeller, with his wife and 
son, William G. Rockefeller, arrived 


here on Friday, Jan. 3, on the steamer 
Miami from Miami,: Fla. . Mr. Rocke- 
feller is suffering from nervous trou- 
ble, and it is;an exertion for him even 
to speak. Acting under his physicians’ 
orders, he is keeping very quiet. and 
spends most of.his time in his rooms 
at the Hotel Colonial. He may almost 
be’ said to be traveling incognito, but 
it was not long before his arrival here 
became known. 

Mr. Rockefeller thinks the.climate of 
Nassau will suit him admirably, and 
he expects to give it a fair trial. He 
will probably remain here for several 
weeks. He has been taking walks in 
the town, and went for a trip on’ the 
harbor this afternoon to see the ma- 
rine gardens. 

Members of Mr. Rockefeller’s family 
will not say, anything about his in- 
tentions as-to-testimony desired by the 
Pujo Money, Trust’ Committee» They 
décline. to’ permit any one ‘to see Mr. 
Rockefeller. 


Doctors Tell of His Afflictions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Sworn affi- 
davits by Dr. Samuel Waldron Lambert 
and Dr. Walter F. Chappell, family physi- 
cians of William Rockefeller, were filea 
to-day with Chairman Pujo of the Money 
Trust Committee, stating that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s physical condition was such that 
his life would be endangered by any ef- 
fort, strain, or excitement. These affi- 
davits “were sworn to yesterday in New 
York City before Francis N. Gilbert, a 
notary. public, and mean that Mr. Rocke- 
feller, who is now: understood to be at 
Nassau, in the Bahamas, will not appear 
before the Pujo Committee next.Monday, 
Jan: 13,:the date on which he is*required 
to respond to the subpoena, the service 
of which has been accepted oy hig. counsel. 

Coming in sworn form fron: such, recog- 

nized: specialists as. Drs. 5 Lambert and 
Chappell, these affidavits are accepted in 
‘Washington as meaning <that the Pujo 
Committee will have to forego its desire 
to take the testimony. of Mr. Rockefeller. 
‘Chairman Rujo, however, announced to- 
day that “‘the committee has concluded 
that after service or acceptance of service 
the-question of the witness's physical con- 
dition is a matter to be ascertained by 
the committee through its own agencies 
and instrumentalities and\its own expert 
répresentativés, if it sees fit.” But it has 
not yet been decided to send other physi- 
cians to’ Nassau to examine Mr. Rocke- 
feller; and the affidavits are generally ac- 
cepted here as closing the incident. 

The affidavit of Dr. Chappell is as fol- 
lows:

' Mr. Rockefeller has been suffering from 
a@ gouty-inflammation of the larynx and winid- . 
Pipe accompanied by swellings »2n the vocal 
cords, This has necessitated, at various, 
> times, .six.operations, the last one being of a 
more serious character. Since this operation 
Mr. Rockefeller has had intermittent attacks 
of ‘oedema: of the larynx, acecompanie? by 
some stenosis and spasms. This condition 
is brought on by talking, excitement, or dis- 
turbance of the stomach, and a severe attack 
would terminate fatally. 

Since the last operation Mr. . Rockeféller 
has also been unable to speak above a whis- 
per, and cannot express himself in that way 
for more than a few moments. with safety. 
I have advised complete rest of the larynx, 
or, in other words, “the silent treatment.’’ * 

Mr. Rockefeller is in-his seventy-second 
year, and, under my advice, hé his carefu!ly 
avoided all excitement or strain since the last 
operation.

GAYNOR ASSAILS CRITICS. 
People Call Six Clergymen Blather- 
skites, He Says, Though He Wouldn’t. 

In a speech before the Lutheran Minis- 
terfal Conference at St. Matthew's Church, 
Broome and Elizabeth Streets; yesterday 
Mayor Gaynor vigorously defended his 
administration so far as It related to the 
Police Department, the vice problem, and 
the Sunday liquor traffic. He _ bitterly 
attacked six clergymen, three in Manhat- 
tan, and three in Brooklyn, who,he said; 
did nothing to help jn the enforcement of 
laws. Some people, he said, called these 
clergymen blatherskites, put he said he 
did not wish to say that; The police force, 
hé said, was never so frée from graft as 
it was to-day. 

ated to these clergymén, the Mayor 
said 

“Some talk at random through lack of 
mental balance: 2nd: to those: we have to 
hg charitable. Some again.-are naturally 

an. overwrought und to some extent 
vicious nature, We have to ba, eharitable 
to those, too.” 

“Tf these ministers,’’: hé said, “would 
econvinee their congregations not to. drink 
on Sunday they would ag that much, 
wouldn’t they? I doubt if Rabbi Wise 
has succeeded in that in hid own church 
let. alone saying that. I ought to suscaed 
in the city. And that clergyman over in 
Brooklyn the other day who said - 
Brooklyn was., the’ Vestibule of hell, I

|BUT ALL ARGUE FOR REFORM 


Chairman Warns Them That Demo- 
crats of the Committee. Are. 
' Against the Aldrich Plan. 


‘ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—That some- 
thing is radically -wrong with ‘the Amer- 
ican monetary system was agreed to to- 
day by all witnesses before the Glass 
committee, which began a series of ‘hear- 
ings with the purpose of devising a new 
currency ‘scheme to be recommended to 
the House. All the witnesses told the 
committee that the country needed a more 
elastic currency and a- concentration of 
reserve funds, but opinions’ as to how 
these ends could be accomplished were 
variant. 

Chairman Glass announced at the outset 
that, inasmuch as the Democratic plat- 
form declared specifically against the 
Monetary Commission’s central bank, the 
majority members of the committee felt 
it was their duty to seek q substitute for 
this plan. ; : 
A. Barton Hepburn, Chairman of. the 
board of the Chase National Bank of New 
York, was first called. He said he was 
committed to the National Monetary Com- 
mission plan, but added that he did not 
regard the Aldrich bill as the last word 
in curfency. legislation. 

Representative Bulkeley questioned Mr. 
Hepburn as to the guarantee of bank de- 
posits. 3 

“If you-think the guarantee of deposité 
would stop runs on banks, the sooner you 


get the idea out of your head the better,’’ 
said Mr. Hepburn. -‘‘ When the people 
want money they want it, and nothing 
else will satisfy them. A guarantee would 
count for nothing at all.” ; 
‘!There should be great reserve reser- 
voirs in the business centres of the coun- 
try,” said he. “These should be under 
a general altruistic control. I mean un- 
der a Government influence.” .If neces- 
sary, he added, he would favor a central 
bank, with the United States Govern- 
ment owning 51 per cent. of the capital 
stock. As_an alternative for the central 
bank idea Mr. Hepburn suggested divid- 
=~ en country into Clearing House dis- 
tricts. : : 

Speaking of Government control of 
banks, Mr. Hepburn said the best arti- 
cle on this subject he had read in recent 
years was “The New Freedom,” by 
Woodrow Wilson, in which the President- 
elect said the Jeffersonian doctrine, that 
the less a country was governed the bet- 
ter, did not hold good under present-day 
conditions. : 

“We will have panics as long as hu- 
man nature exists,” went on Mr.»Hepburn, 
‘In 1907 the whole world: had overtraded 
and the demand upon the mobile currency 
a the world was greater than it could 
ear.”

that a banking system. under which the 
United States had prospered anc pro- 
gressed so- wonderfully could nut ode 
wholly bad. 

“Great caution and\ conservatism are 
the first things to be ‘considered in un- 
dertaking to change our banking, and cur- 
rency laws;”’. he said. Discussing the de- 
fects of the present system, Mr. Mora- 
wetz said the couritry’s ‘‘ rope of credit ’’ 
was stretched to the extreme limit in 
normal times, and consequently could not 
bear. any. extraordinary strain. 

“J do not think it, would be desirable 
or practicable to establish a great cen- 
tral bark in the United;. States,” he 
eantinued. ‘‘ THe plan:I would, suggest is 
to. extend our Clearing House system; 
to require the banks in various Clear- 
ing House districts to form divisional re- 
serve banks. Only divisional reserve 
banks should be permitted to receive as 
deposits the reserves of other hanks: 

These. divisional banks, he added, should 
be so conducted as to be prepared always 
to furnish currency to other banks: they 
should do business only with other banks 
and their constituent members. and “in 
easy times should accumulate currency in 
reserve for use in stringent times. 

“Jt is true that such a system of divis- 
ional reserve banks would not bring about 
so grent a concentration of reserves or 
centralization of power as the establish- 
ment of a great central bank.’’ continued 
Mr. Morawetz. ‘‘ but I believe it would ac- 
complish all that would be desirable or 
necessarv, at the outset, at least. If 
these divisional. banks are given power to 
issue currency. it will be essential to have 
some central power to force/a contraction 
when the situation Spee gy tel 

Mr. Morawetz declared there could be 
no s#&ch thing as an automatic banking 
system: that only human _ intelligence 
could be depended upon to regulate the 
contraction and exvansion of currency. 
Explaining the difficulty of contracting 
currency, he said it was the tendency of 
banks to hold on to gold and keep their 
notes in circulation. 

Paul Werbure of the banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb’& Co., New York, warned the 
committee against exverimenting with 
new ideas in undertaking the establish- 
ment of a new currency system and 
urged the adoption of some.plan already 
tried and proved. He said the chief trou- 
ble in .this country was the decentraliza- 
tion of. reserves and immobilizations of 
commercial credit’ He recommended a 
system of centralized reserves similar to 
those employed in-Europe. Regional re- 
serve banks. as proposed by Mr. Mora- 
wetz. te said, would be dangerous and im- 
practicable. As a’ remedy for existing 
conditions, Mr. Warburg proposed a sin- 
gle central reserve to be supervised by 
the’ Government; although he said ft 
would be dangerous to establish in this 
country a central bank with all the pow- 
ers enjoyed by such institutions in Eu- 
ropean countries.

‘“‘What was the reason you thought 
you would be more successful than Mr. 
Williams in getting this option?’’ asked 
Senator Hitchcock. 

“T, thought my position in the com- 
munity was a little different from Mr. 
Williams’s, entirely apart from my offi- 
cial position. I thought I would be move 
likelv to secure it than he would.” 

Judge Archbald said he had not invested 
any money in the deal: that the plan nad 
been to secure the option and sell it at a 
profit. . 

“Did it ever occur to you that in ask- 
ing favors of railroads you’ put yourself 
under obligation to possible litigants in 
your court?’’ asked Senator Culberson. — 

““T never consciously asked a favor ot 
any railroad, I did not understand that 
in endeavoring to. make this deal I was 
asking a favor. I looked upon it simply 
as a business provosition. and E~believe 
it was so regarded by the company.” 

Representative Sterling took up the 
charge that Judge Archbald, acting with 
George M. Watson, a. Scranton attorney, 
tried to settle a contest between the 
Marion Coal Company and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad at a 
price that would have brought a big 
profit to Watson and himself. Judge 
Archhbald deciared he had gone to Vice 
President Loomis of the Lacakawanna, as 
a friend of Watson, who asked shim to 
talk to Mr. Loomis. He declared he did 
not know when he agreed to go and see 
Loomis that the Lackawanna had cases 
in his court. 


SURPRISE AT TAFT’S STAND. 


High Commission Favored Over Hague 
Seems Change of Viewpoint. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7. — President 

Taft’s informal explanation of what he 

meant in his speech delivered in New 

York on last Saturday, when he advo- 

cated submitting the Panama controversy 

to arbitration, created some surprise here. 

After he returned to Washington the 

President said that he meant arbitration 

not by the Hague tribunal, but by a joint

dent’s explanation undoubtedly was pleas- 
ing to several Senators who had bitterly 
opposed anything like arbitration before 
the Hague tribunal. ‘They feared—as* the 
President seemed also to fear—that, the 
judges there, drawn from the nations of 
the world, which naturally would expect 
to send ships through the canal, would 
favor the British contention. 'Theré would 
be this objection to a joint High Com- 

mission. ,

fense of which he spoke in New York. 

That treaty is explicit in ‘that, it says 

that all differences within its scope shall 

be brought before the ‘Hague tribunal 

There is no mention whatever of a joint 

High Commission, The provision for ad- 

judication before The Hague is manda- 





tory. 

The opinion was expressed here that the 
President confounded the existing arbi- 
tration with ‘the convention of wider 
scope which the Senate last year amend- 
ed out of existence.

SPICES ARE CALLED LUXURIES 


Plea for Low Duties on Perfumes Be- 
cause the Poor as Well ‘as 
the Rich Need Them. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The chemical 
schedule of the revised tariff legisjation to 
be enacted by the coming extra session of 
Congress was closed to-day, so far as pub- 
lic hearings were cancerned. The indica- 
tions are that the Democratic majority of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means 
will sustain almost in terms its schedule 
passed last session and vetoed. It is pos- 
sible that there may be some modification 
of the rates on spices, which several 
members of the committee favor, but this 
is uncertain. 

The only indication of a possible change 
came while W. J. Gibson, a New York 
lawyer, was arguing for a 50 per cent. 
duty on spices as luxuries. 

““Wouldn’t it tend to cut off importa- 
tions if we put a higher duty on spices? ”’ 
asked Chairman Underwood. . 

“No,” replied the witness. He added 
that spices, running from 5 to 18 cents a 
pound, were not expensive. Mr: Gibson 
wanted t- put cod liver oil on the free 
list because of its medicinal value to. de- 
crepit children. He classed spices as; 
luxuries traceable to ancient sybaritic 
and voluptuous conditions in the south of! 
Italy. 

“No mother,” said he, ‘‘ gives her. child 
spices, nor does any one t@ke them from 
real liking.’’ 

The first witness to-day was Theodore 
Ricksecker of New York, who bespoke the 
opposition of the Manufacturing Perfum- 
ers’ Association to the transfer of distilled 
and essential oils used in perfumery ‘prep- 
arations from the free list to a 20 per 
cent. ad valorem duty. He said he re- 
garded it as a mistaken notion that per- 
fumery was a luxury and that he had 
known of working girls who spent much 
of their wages for it. ‘‘ We are all en- 
titled to a slice of happiness,”’ he ex- 
claimed, and asserted that perfumery was 
virtually a necessity for servant girls as 
well as for womankind generally. 

The manufacture of dry colors in the 
United States was taken up with Arthur 
§S. Somers of New York as a witness. He 
asked for an equalization of the’ tariff 
reductions on coal tar dyes and on dry 
colors, 

“'Phis is no pipe dream,”’ went on Mr. 
Somers. If you put paris. green on the 
free list you will wipe out every paris 
greer factory in the United States. Can- 
ada has a 10 per cent. duty, shutting Jt 
our manufactures, and without prot:c- 
tion the Canadians would drive us out of 
business.’’ 

“The general opinion’ is that you’re 
robber barons,’! suggested Representative 
Hill of Connecticut, smilingly. 

‘*T don’t see why,” he returned. “ There 
is the greatest competition in the paris 
green business.”’ 

P. H. Callahan of Louisville, Ky., speak- 
ing for the National Varnish Assaciation, 
representing about 80 per cent. of the 
industry, said it could stand a free trade 
basis. He protested, however, that re- 
moving the duty oh sugar and putting 
a tax on. non-competitive varnish raw 
materials would ‘‘ not improve the situa- 
tion at all.’”’ If a tax were imposed on 
varnish, its burden, would be passed on 
by the manufacturers to the. people. 

Dr, L. J. Huff of Los Angeles protested 
that a 20 per;cent. reduction of the duty 
on olive oil would ;work a hardship to the 
California producers, and in no -way bene- 
fit consumers. The duty is 40 cents a 
gallon'in bulk, and 50 cents a gallon in 
packages. The Democratic bill used as 
a basis by the committee purposes to re- 
duce the tariff to 80 cents a gallon in 
packages, and 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Antonio Zucca, a New York importer, 
wanted a specific rate on olive oil, and 
asked the committee to so reduce the 
tariff as to allow that food necessity to 
the consumer at a moderate price. 

‘“*T eat three exgs with oil every morn- 
ing,’’ said he. ‘It’s certainly no luxury.” 

Retention of the tariff of 2 eents a 
pound on oxalic acid and 25 per cent. ad 
valorem on salts of oxalic acid was urged 
by Lovis. Emery, Jr., of Bradford, Penn., 
President of the American Alkali and 
Acid Company. He said his company was 
“up against two foreign trusts, both 
strongly supported and protected by the 
German Government—the German potash 
trust which controls the supply of our 
most needed raw material, caustic pot- 
ash and the German oxalic acid syndi- 
cate.’”’ The oxalic acid manufacturers of 
Germany, Russia, England, Belgium, Nor- 
way, and Austria, have formed a syndi- 
caté headed and controlled by the Ger- 
mans, te hold at a high level the price 
of oxalic acid in their countries and to 
deliver their surplus to the United States.” 

He asserted that the activity of ‘his 
caemnenty had checked the advancing trust 
price. 

W. J. Gibson of New York testified that 
so long as there were to be duties on im- 
ports to raise revenue and not for pro- 
tection there ought to be a/duty on un- 
ground spices, luxuries mostly produced 
in trovical countries. _He said the only 
opposition to making unground spices 
dutiable would come from grocers ‘‘ who 
charge the consumer from four to ten 
times ‘what they cost them,’’ and from the 
grinders and makers of perfumery arid 
fancy soaps. 


341,277 AMERICANS DIVORCED 


Census of 1910 Shows That Number 
Who Have Not Remarried. 


Special to The. New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The most com- 
plete abstract ever prepared of any Fed- 
eral decennial census was issued to-day 
by E. Dana Durand, Director of the 
Census. It contains a mass of digested 
material. relating to almost every im- 
portant economic, political and _ social 
question confronting the people. 

For the first time the Census Bureau 
presents statistics! of marital relations, 
with comprehensive figures concerning 
divorce. Thé number. of divorced persons 
in the United States when the census was 
taken in 1910 was 456,176 men and 185,101 
women—3s per cent. of the total male popu- 
lation and 4 per cent. of the total female 
population. There were 994 boys and 3,715 
girls less than 15 years old whe were 
divorced. 

In a note it is explained the number 
of divorced persons reported falls short 
of the total living persons who have been 
divorced, as many divorced persons have 
remarried. It is said also that it seeins 
practically certain the returns as to the 
number of divorced persons not remar- 
ried are below the true total. 

‘The_ statistics of the number of di- 
vorced persons 15 years old and over in 
New York State are: Men—Native white 
of native parentage, 3,784: native white 
of foreign or mixed parentage, 1,692; for- 
eign-born white, 1,775; negro, 164 
7,436. Women—Native white of native 
Parentage, 4,960; native white .of foreign 
or mixed parentage, 2,347; foreign-born 
white, 2,600; negro, 292; total, 10,227.

Purcell of 
Hard & Rand of New York, one of the 
largest importers of Brazilian coffee to

his concern received a maximum, rebate 
of 10 per cent. 

Mr. Purcell’s statement came as a: cli- 
max of a day’s testimony hinting at the 
existence of such a rebating system.” J. 
J. Schlechta, New York agent: for the 
Lloyd Brazileiro Line, owned and oper- 
ated by the Brazilian Government be- 
tween New York and Brazil, had just 
testified that his company during the 
last six years, in attempting to compete 
with the “conference” lines, had _ lost 
$6,000,000... He further swore that his 
company had been able to get the trade 
of only one big .coffee importer, the Ar- 
buckles, and that, in his Opinion, the only 
explanation for this was the existence of 
a deferred rebating system. He acknow!l- 
edged that he had no pgsitivet knowledge 
of the existence of such a system. 

Before Mr. Slechta took the stand Sid- 
ney Storey of New Orleans testified that 
én attempt to start an mndependent steam- 
ship line from New Orleans to ‘Brazil 
last Summér had resulted in failure be- 
cause not a pound of freight could be ob- 
tained in South America for a return trip. 
He, too, suspected that the existence of 
reported deferred rebates was the cause 
of the inability to procure freight. 

Mr. Purcell testified that the rebate 
system was started in 1908, and, with 
modifications made in 1909, or 1910, ex- 
isted té-day. The contracts were signed 
in. Brazil and the printed forms for 
claims for rebates were sent to the Lon- 
don agencies for allowance, His compet- 
itors, Mr. Purcell said, got the same re- 
bates. if they signed the contracts. 

The witness said that he believed the 
rates were reasonably just because the 
contracts allowed the shippers to charter 
a@ vessel to carry the coffee if such a 
charter could be procured at 10 cents a 
bag less than the “conference” rate 
available. 

Mr. Slechta had told the committee that 
the “conference” lines had raised the 
rate since October, 1912, from 40 cents to 
50 cents a bag, but that an offer by his 
line to Hard & Rand to carry their coffee 
for 26 cents a bag had been declined. 
When Chairman Alexander of the House 
committee asked Mr. Purcell to explain 
this, the witness testified that had the 
offer been accepted his concern would 
have lost their: deferred rebate only to 
get a service that for regularity and effi- 
ciency would not be satisfactory. 

‘‘In addition, the ‘conference’ lines 
would have refused to carry your caffee 
from Brazil to Europe?” suggested Rep- 
resentative Thayer. 

“They could have done that if we had 
broken «ur contract,’’ was the reply. 

“If yeu and your competitors pay the 
same freight rate and the rate per bag 
was 24 oe a bag higher, you would 
charge ‘the 24 cents up to the consumer, 
would you -net?*’ asked Representative 
Stephens. j 

‘“We would try to make him pay it, 
but sometimes we do not succeed,’’ was 
the reply. 

Mr. Purcell said that he was satisfied 
with the service the ‘‘ conference’ lines 
were giving him, but denied that he pre- 
ferred to see the “independent lines ”’ 
driven out of business lest a competitor 
should get a lower rate, He added that 
his firm seldom chartered a vessel, be- 
cause it was necessary to bring large 
shipments in that event, and, further, that 
seldom could. they get. a chartered vessel 
i 10:cents less than the “‘ conference”’ 
price. 

Mr. Alexander asked the witness if he 
had any legislation to suggest. 

“No,” said Mr. Purcell, ‘‘ unless you 
gentlemen. think rebating is illegal.’’ 

The witness added that he would pre- 
fer a flat rate without a rebate. He ex- 
pressed the belief that his concern could 
get as good a rate as its competitors, no 
er whether rebates were allowed or 
not. 


HAWTHORNE DEFENSE OPENS 


Lawyer Will Base It on Author's Faith 
in Mines’ Values. 


After calling 106 witnesses, and con- 
suming. six weeks of the court’s time, the 
Government yesterday rested its case.in 
the prosecution of Julian Hawthorne, Jo- 
siah Quincy, Albert.

now. 
"Roderick Wellman addressed«the jury 
on behalf of Julian Hawthorne, and told 
them his client was|67 years old, the au- 
thor of fifty works, and at the time he 
took up the mining enterprises was mak- 
ing about $10,000 a year. 

“He had implicit confidence in the 
properties,” caid Mr. Wellman. ‘ He made 
Lno money out of the scheme, and did not 
sell any of his stock till he got into debt 
with Freeman for living expenses.” 

Joseph H. Choate, Jr., speaking for Dr. 
Morton, said his client neither wrote nor 
saw any of the circulars. At the same 
time he stood by them as being substan- 
tially correct. ‘The trial will be contin- 
ved to-morrow morning. 


SHIP SINKS WITH 33. 


Oil Tank Ship Rosecrans Is Wrecked 
In Gale on the Pacific Coast. 


ASTORIA, Ore, Jan. 7.—The oil tank 
steamship Rosecrans, Capt. L. F.. Johnson, 
from Monterey, Cal., bound for Portland, 
Ore., ran aground early to-day on Pea- 
Cock Spit, while striving to reach the Co- 
lumbia River, “during a fifty-mile gale, 
and was lost, with thirty-three members 
of her crew of thirty-seven. One suryivor

The fact is that the litigation to 
which he refers has been thoroughly tried 
out on the merits, verdicts, rendered for 
the insured in every case tried, and 
judgments have been affirmed on every 
appeal taken. Furthermore, the alleged 
defense of intended arson was by the 
Court of Appeals held to be insufficient, 
and later, in all of the cases, was stricken 
out by the trial Judge without opposition 
on the part of the companies.”’ 

Commissioner Bllison reviewed the cases 
in litigation, one of which, for example,

*“‘T have had drawn to my attention the 
alleged insufficiency of fire insurance fa- 
cilities in this State, and in this con-

duce other responsible and desirable com- 
anies to come into the State, particularly 


. foreign companies of large capital and 


conceded responsibility. In this connec- 


} tion it is claimed that the increased in- 


surance facilities would leag to lower 
premium rates. 

“I am also in receipt of a number of 
communications complaining against the 
manner in which the business is carried 
on in this State, in so far as there is ab- 
solutely no competition in rates, and ‘it is 
charged that, by some unlawful or illegal 
means, competition in this regard is sti- 
fled. Such charges should be set at rest, 
if untrue, and remedied, if true. -

ALBANY, Jan. 7.—Eighteen bilis propos- 
ing amendments to the Insurance law as 
recommended by William Temple Emmet, 
State Superintendent of Insurance, were 
introduced~in both houses of the Legis- 
lature to-day. They were the first pro- 
posed amendments to that law urged by a 





Democratic Superintendent. The most im- 


was! portant change proposed is in relation to 


the amount of new business “a company 
may do in one year. A limitation was 
placed on such business by the law, fol- 
lowing the Armstrong Committee’s inves- 
tigation, and it was fought vigorously by 
ythe companies, From that time, efforts 
have been made to procure an amendment 
to the law. 7 

. The bill recommended by Mr. Emmet 
lets down the bars by permitting the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance to authorize a 
company to exceed the limitation of the 
present law by n»t more than 10 per cent. 
This additional insurance is to be charged 
as a part of the new policies for the suc- 
ceeding year, in accordance with the lim- 


itation of the law. Mr. Emmet explained 
that the proposed amendment was in- 
tended to prevent the demoralization of 
a@ company’s agency force when it un- 
expectedly found .that it would have to 
cease writing business tefore the end of 
the year.

Mr. Benjamin denied that there had 
been a joint meeting of the representa- 
tives Of his association and those, of the 
independents, as reported by David Le- 
vine, one of the independent . manufact- 
urers, on Monday. ; 

“T was invited’ to attend a meeting of 
this other association,’’ said he, ‘‘ and:so 
was William Goldman,- President of the 
National Association of Clothiers. We 
had simply been asked ‘to tell the inde- 
pendents what had taken place at the 
Chamber of Commerce meetings.. We did 
not enter into any agreement as to how 
to deal with the strikers. If there is to 
be any settlement, it must come through 
individual bargaining. We, in our asso- 
ciation, are willing to consider all griev- 
ances in our own shops, but we cannot 
be responsible for conditions that may ex- 
ist elsewhere and over which we have no 
control.” : 

Strike May Increase Cost of Clothes, 


When asked if it were true that 50 cents 
would be added to the price of-every suit 
of clothes by a 10 per cent. ‘increase in 
wages, Mr. Benjamin replied: 

‘“‘Is any one so foolish as to believe 
that the public wort. pay the bill if 
there is an intregse in wages? I don't 
know of any contemplated 10 per cent. 
increase. . If such an increase were to be 
paid, it-might be necessary to add more 
than 50 cents, possibly $1, to the cost of 
a suit of clothes. It would depend on the 
amount of work done on the clothes. 
Those questions would adjust themselves 
easily, however, for prices always seek a 
common level.’ The increase would not 
be greater than the additional cost to the 
employer.” 

Mr. Benjamin added that the members 
of his association were not employing 


strikebreakers, but were depending .on 
the return .of former employes to run 
their shops full blast next week. Work 
was going om as usual, he said, in 50 per 
cent. of the factories. 

‘““We are employirg: no. thugs, either,’ 
said Mr. Benjamin. ‘On the other oe, 
we have proof that the strike organizers, 
who must make a great show to hold 
their jobs, are employing east side gangs 
to intimidate our workers.’ 

At the headquarters of the strikers the 
leaders insisted that not a wheel was

““We are not employing thugs,’’ said J. 
J. Manning, the -union’s. publicity man,

strikebreakers and as guards for strike- 
breakers.’

100,000 MORE TO STRIKE. 


These Will Be Mostly Women and 
Girls Employed on Ladies’ Garments. 


At 6 o’clock last night booths were 
thrown open all over the city to register 
the vote of the dissatisfied white goods 
workers for a strike in that industry. It 
is a foregone conclusion, their leaders 
say, that the vote will be in favor of a 
strike. It was intimated that the strike, 
which will affect about 16,000 workers, 
mosily girls, might be called by the In-. 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union before Monday. 

The 60,000 workers in the dress and 
shirt waist industry will begin to vote 
at 11 A. M. to-day on the proposition to 
declare a @eneral- strike. Voting booths 
will be openeci at the Waist Makérs’ 
Union, 6 East Seventeenth Street; the 
Cutters’ Union, 7 West Twenty- first 
Street; the Woman’s Trade Union head- 
quarters, 43 ast Twenty-second Street; 
at 85 Liast Fourth Street; at Clinton Hah, 
151 Clinton Street; at the Brooklyn office 
of the Cloak Makers’ Union, 90 Manhattan 
Avenue, and at the Brownsville office of 
the Cloak Makers’ Union, 1,772 Pitkin 
Avenue. 

The third division of those contemplat- 
ing a strike in the ladies’ garment indus- 
try, the wrap ver °and kimono. makers, 
numbers between 10,000 and 15,000, con- 
fined almost entirely to the East New 
York section of Brooklyn. The sentiment 
of these workers, it was said at their 
unicn headquarters yesterday, is so over- 
whelmingly in favor of a strike that a 
formal vote will not be taken. 

It is probable that the leaders of the 
International Ladics’ Garment Workers’ 
Union will call a simultaneous strike in 
these three departments of the trade, and 
that the call will be issued before next 
Menday. The official method of calling 
a strike consists:in circulating red cir- 
culars prociaining ‘the dictates of the 
union. 

These proposed strikes are independent 
of the strike now on in the men’s gar- 
ment industry. The various strike iead- 
ers resent .the insinuation that there is 
any connection between them. Each di- 
vision has its own specific demands for 
better wagés and improved conditions. 


40 RIOTOUS STRIKERS ARRESTED

New York Society Man Must. Face

It is a question of facts, and 
to them I-will confine myself, contenting 
myself. for the rest with the assurance 
to Prof. Pupih’s readers that /I1 am not, 
never haye been, and never shall be 
‘ Austria - Hungary’s\ mouthpiece.”. In 
justice to myself, and for the information 
jof the American public, I will add, how- 
ever, that ‘‘ Austrian agent’’ and similar 
terms are the habitual answers of all 
Servians to whoever disagrees with them 
on political matters... Through. much free 
use they have lost all further significance 
to those who know. 

Now for the facts. Prof. Pupin mixes 
up, in his first charge,” three. different 
trials—the’ Agram* high treason trial, .the 
suit for slander brought “gainst Dr. 
Heinrich Friedjung of the Neue Freie 
Presse of Vienna by three Croatian Dep- 
uties, and the tmial, at Belgrade, of one 
Vasitch for self-confessed forgery of 
documents involving the Servian Governi- 
ment in a conspiracy . against Austro- 
Hungarian rule over her Serb subjects. 
The three trials were closely connected, 
and originated in the pubhcation of a 
pamphlet, : ** Finale,” by Georg Nastitch, 
in which this: individual claimed to ex- 
pose ;@ vast conspiracy for pan-Servian 
emancipation by revolution, to put it 
comprehensively. ‘He further asserted 
that, disgusted with the tactics of the 
party, -especially with its plot’ to kill 
King. Nicholas of Montenegro, the other 
Siav leader, he left the movement, whose 
headquarters were in Beigrade. Accord- 
ing to the Servians, Nastitch was an 
“‘ Austrian agent,” of course, but it is a 
fact that among the documents he pub- 
lished there were some of unquestionable 
Another individual, one 
a& young Belgrade journalist, 
sold tq an attache of the staff of Baron 
Forgach,  Austro-Hungarian.. Minister 
at Belgrade, @ocuments to the.same ef- 
fect, ciaimed to. have been stolen from 
the Servian Foreign Office.

As to Servia’s ‘‘ historical claims’ to 
Durazzo, it may be as well to point out 
that *“‘historical claims’”’ in the Near 
East are confused, confusing, and unre- 
liable.- Venice held that port during 
more than half of the thirteenth century; 
Servia possessed it for a few years 
longer. than ‘that in the _ fourteenth; 
Venice held it thereafter once more. for 
nearly 200 years, whem the Turks took it. 
Therefore the Servian “ historical claim” 
is not Oovefwhelmingly strong. It is the 
same with Ragusa, the home of the re- 
nascence of Serb literature. It was part 
of fhe domain of Venice from 1205 to 
1358, from which year to 1526 it was a 
dependency of Hungary. Belgrade itself 

as. been held successively by Greeks, 

ulgarians, Hungarians, Austrians, and 
Turks. Indeed, ‘ historic claims’”’ in the 
Balkans are strangely confusing. As for 
the Serb literary renascence at Ragusa, 
that was the work of Western—that is, 
of Roman Catholic, not Greek Orthodox 
Serbs; in other words, of Serbs who had 
absorbed the civilization ef the -West. 

Oh, yes, the gousiars!. I almost forget 
them. The Southern Slavs, since’ their 
emancipation. from the Turkish yoke, 
have interpreted the message of these 
Westernized singers of theirs, sd Prof.

THE VOLPE SYMPHONY. 


Mme. Clara .Butt, the ’ English Con- 
tralto, Makes Her First Appearance. 


The second concert of the Volpe Sym- 
Phony Orchestra, given last. evening in 
Carnegie Hall, was. madé notable by the 
Soloist of the occasion, perhaps more than 
by the playing .of the orchestra; though 
this evinced a marked improvement, and, 
in Schumann's D minor symphony, that 
opened the concert, was highly creditable. 
The string players have gained a greater 
smoothness and homogeneity of tone than 
they have shown in previous seasons, and 
the orchestra as a whole plays with 
Something more of finish. The perform- 
ance of #Beethoven’s third ‘ Leonore’’ 
overture was less satisfactory than that 
of the symphony. The string players did 
themselves further credit in Grieg's two 
** Blegiac Melodies.’’ 

_'Fhe aye 2 was Mme. Clara Butt, the 
English tralto, who reappeared in 
New York after a dozen years or s0. 
The greatest contralto voices seem re- 
cently to have come from England or 
to be furnished at least by English blood. 
ime. Butt's is unquestionably one of the 

ost remarkable of these voices in its 
range, power, and quality. And it is still 
to be reckoned as a remarkable voice, 
though it is no longer what it was, in any 
of these respects. The regrettable thing 
about it is that misuse seems evidently to 
be the reason why it is not, 

The voice is far from. equalized in its 
different registers, and there are marked

unpleasant to a sensitlve ear. It seemed 
lower tones were no longer as serviceable 
as they should be. But Mme. Butt’s sing- 
ing had a power, a force of expression, «a 
sweep and domination, and in many re- 
spectsS a beauty of tone that made a deep 
impression upon her listeners, 
most excellent qualities is her clearness of 
enunciation that makes the text of the 
music she sings clearly intelligible to her 
listeners, and they will pardon her much 
for this, 

Mme. Butt. sang Beethoven's Italian 
aria, ‘‘In questa Tomba,”’ and the air 
*“Divinités du  Styx,’’ from  Giuck’s 
** Alceste,’’ and later two of Sir Edward 
Elgar's vycle ef ‘Sea Pictures,”’ called 
‘‘Sabbath Morning at Sea,” and * Where 
Corals Lie.’’ There was an_ imposing 
quality in her performance of the airs 
by Beethoven and Gluck that could not 
fail of communication to the audience, 
which was deeply impressed by Mme. 
Butt’s singing. Elgar’s songs seem lacking 
in spontaneity. and in a sense of. musicai 
beauty; but Mme. Butt sapg them with 
great fervor and conviction that gave 
them a momentary enhancement of their 
real value. It is. needless to say. that 
her performances. called forth much en- 
thusiasm from the audience, 


MR. CLEMENT’S RECITAL. 


The French Tenor Sings French Songs 
in Aeolian Hall. 


Mr. Edmond Clément, who Has gained 
Popularity and appreciation in New York, 
fave a song/recital in Aeolian Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. It was his first appear- 
ance in New York this season, and ‘the 
concert was heard by a large audience. 
His voice and his artistic polished style 
exercised the same attraction they have 
before. Mr..Clément’s range: is necessar- 
ily Hmited by the limits of his vocaf re- 
sources and the style which best befits 
them and himself. His voice is one of 
the lightest of tenors; and it was heard 
to the. best advantage in Aeolian Hall. 

Mr. Clément’s programme consisted en- 
tirely of modern French songs, with 
some “ BRergerettes’’ by Wecekerlin. He 
sings best those of delicacy and grace, of 
refined and tender sentiment; and of 
such songs, in a pretty large variety, his 
ene was mostly composed. When 

e undertakes something more robust, as 
Saint-Saéns’s ‘‘Sabre en Main,’” with 
which he began 


his programme, he is 
obviously, less at home; 





and this first 
song was.perhaps the least satisfactory 
of what he did. 
~. There are finish and praise in Mr. Clé 
ment’s performance, a sense of propor- 
tion and fine taste; and, within the 
bounds that circumscribe him, felicitous 
expression of true feeling, imagination, 
and even passion. There were pretty and 
vivacious songs by Bruneau, (“ Mig- 
nonne ’;) Widor. (‘‘ Enfant de -Catane”’;) 
Hué, (‘A des Oiseaux,’’ very graceful,) 
and Fauré’s sombre ‘‘ Automne’’; a beau- 
tiful ‘‘ Nocturne”’ by Chausson, sus- 
tained in melody and poetical in mood; 
a gay song by Hahn, ‘‘ Le Printemps,” 
dedicated to Mr. Clément, with a partic- 
ularly pretty accompaniment, and De- 
bussy’s “ Beau Soir,’’ clearer in outline 
than many of his songs; the Oriental 
serenade from Bizet’s opera, ‘ Le 
cheur de Perles’’; also songs by Erlanger, 
Godard, and Charpentier.

applause Mr. Clément sang with harp 
accompaniment Des Grieux’s song from 
the second act of Massenet's ‘‘ Manon ’’— 
and then ‘da capo. pianissimo,”’ in re- 
sponse to more applause. He has often 
sung it, and as he did yesterday, with 
tenderness and ardor, with fine-spun 
delicacy and nicety of phrase. These ad- 
mirable qualities prevalent in the re- 
cital cloy if unrelieved, and Mr. Clément 
was wise enough to make his programme 
short. Whether it was either wisdom or 
courtesy to begin it twenty-five minutes 
late without apology or explanation is 
another question.

LUNATICS. 

Attorney General CarRMoby makes 
some very pertinent suggestions to the 
Legislature as to amending the present 
methods of trying habeas corpus writs 
applied for by inmates of the insane 
asylums who have escaped punishment 
for crime on the plea of insanity.. The 
most conspicuous and-also the most 
representative of this class of cases 
is that of HarRy K. Tuaw. ‘As the 
law now stands, the sanity of a crim- 
inal of this character must be made 
the subject of an elaborate judicial in- 
vestigation whenever his friends have 
the disposition and the means to bring 
it about. And this without regard to 
the facts established, the testimony 
given, or the conclusion reached at any 
previous hearing. 

The Attorney General recommends 
that in the case of a renewed applica- 
tion for a writ 

where a person confined as an in- 
sane criminal has once had a hearing 
upon a writ of habeas cgrpus any tes- 
timony given or exhibits produced 
upon that hearing may be useq@ upon 
subsequent hearings whhout recalling 
the witness, 

This is a very  yoipianata recommen- 
dation. We think that, in addition, 
it might justly be provided that a rea- 
interval, say three or five 
years, should elapse before a new ap- 
plication could be acted upon. To this 
there may be legal objection, but cer- 
tainly none on the ground of substan- 
tial justice. 








TOO MUCH MONEY. 

Only a few days after the 12 per cent. 
money rate there is an apparent re- 
dundancy of money. The doubling of 
the surplus bank reserves by the re- 
ceipt of almost ‘fifteeri millions of re- 
serve money from the interior signi- 
fies that no longer is there demand for 
the accommodations extorted from this 
centre under such conditions of incon- 
venience some little time ago.’ Now is 
the time, fot those country critics’ of 
‘the Wall Street maelstrom’s absorption 
of their funds to keep their cash at 
home, and not trouble New York with 
its safe keeping until wanted again, 
then to be withdrawn with another lit- 
tle spasm, and renewal of remarks 
about the wickedness of the money 
sharks. of the metropolis. 

If the returning funds were really 
surplus capital its appearance would 
be hailed with delight. But thefe are 
no signs of surplus capital at all corre- 
sponding to the surplus currency. The 
cash now returning here is forced here 
by the superabundance of bond-secured 
currency which there is no way of re- 
ducing. It. won’t contract because it 
can’t expand. . The difference between 
the maximum and minimum banknote 
circulation in 1912, a year of very 
active trade and unprecedented crops, 
was less than ten million dollars. Last 
week the German banknote circulation 
expanded $125,000,000, and Berlin, al- 
though under conditions of strain, es- 
caped the experience. of New York. 
That expanded circulation, when not 
wanted,’ will disappear, and Germany 
will not enjoy conditions of false ease, 
and its bankers will not have the dou- 
ble task of finding employment for the 
$125,000,000 when not wanted, nor of 
squeezing it out of its temporary uses 
when it is wanted. At that time there 
will be. a fresh issue of notes, with no 
more friction than accompanies the au- 
tomatic increase of bank checks with 
us when business makes call for them. 

These. recurring object lessons have a 
double use. They inculcate in practical 
manner the need of currency reform, 
and they warn thoge concerned not to 
be misled by false ease in the money 
market. It is not possible to extem- 
porize capital as easily as a good sys- 
tem supplies currency on demand, and 
bankers are likely to'be more cheerful } 
than borrowers for some little time yet.

Nobody would like that, and though, in 
ordinary circumstances, the confusion of 
personalities would hardly. be called libel- 
ous, in tais particular case it tended in 
ihat direction and gave good excuse for 
feeling that minglea grief and rage which 
leads. to suits for damages, For BE1Liza- 
BETH TUTTLE—or TUTHILL, as the better 
informed or more careful members of the 
family spelled the name—was far from 
being the. model of propriety which her 
position in Colonial society demanded that 
she should be. While her more charitable 
contemporaries went no further than to 
call her “eccentric,’’ others did not hesi- 
tate to apply harsher terms in describing 
her conduct, and hot only did her hus- 
band, JoNATHAN’S grandfather, RICHARD 
EpWARDs, repudiate one of her children 
and finally herself, hut she had a brother 
and sister who carried peculiarity .to such 
@ point that both of them were convicted 
of murder. The brother was hanged, but 
the sister escaped, with her. life for the 
curious reason that. the troubles growing 
out of the Andros administration had left 
nobody with a clear right to order her to 
the gallows, 

This same ELIZABETH TUTTLE, however, 
was the rea! ‘‘superwoman ” of America, 
in the sense that President JORDAN aby 
plied the word to his newly discovered 
Lady IsaABELLA, and she was quite big 
and strong enough to carry: through his- 
tory the double burden of her vices and 
her virtues. The later Mrs. EDWARDS, 
s0 far as known, gave her eleven children 
no cause for a single blush, and, in the 
eyes of all except the coldly scientific 
eugenists, she ‘was by far the better wo- 
man of the two. 


: Credit must be given 
Automobiles to our much-criticised 
Under New Board of Aldermen as a 
p whole, and to Alderman 
Regulation. Fouks in particular, for 
having risen promptly to the emergency 
caused by the breakdown of the Callan 
law. To remedy the weakness of that ill- 
considered statute they have devised and 
passed, to go into effect as soon as legal 
formalities. permit, an ordinance for the 
regulation of automobiles in this city, 
which, while open to criticism on some 
points, is better than anything we have 
ever had before. 
Its most’ important feature, perhaps, is 
the raising of the common or ordinary 
speed limit from the absurd and impracti-

cable eight miles an hour—a rate which 


never Was enforced and couldn’t be with> 
out bringing traffic to a standstill—to a 
reasonable fifteen miles an. hour. The 
advance, however, does not mean that 
any chauffeur going no faster than that 
is within his rights and irresponsible for 
any harm he may do. It only fixes that 
rate of speed 4s ‘not in itself repre- 
hensible. Whether it is or is not too fast 
still depends on the conditions of travel 
existing at any given place and time, and 
no matter how slowly the chauffeur may 
be running, the causing of injury to any- 
body remains proof that his speed was 
excessive, and makes him amenable to ar- 
rest and punishment. 

In other words, the motorist is held to 
the exercise of a decent discretion, and 
the fifteen-mile rate is permitted only 
when and where it is safe. With com- 
petent, intelligent, and considerate driv- 
ing, that is not too fast, and tke per- 
mission to exceed it slightly in the broad 
streets of lighter traffic, mostly of au- 
tomobiles, is also judicious. The holding 
of owners and hired chauffeurs to like 
responsibility is commendable, as is also 
the provision as to repeated offenses and 
their punishment. 

It is a pity, of course, that the regula- 
tion of automobiles cannot be, or at least 
is not likely soon to be, uniform for the 
whole. State, but this ordinance, in spite 
of being local, will do very well, if only 
as a long step in the right direction. Now 
for its enforcement. The police get new 
powers from it, and new duties: are im- 
posed on them. To produce reforms and 
to make the streets reasonably safe they 
must act with sense as well as with vigor, 
and it will be the task of the Magistrates 
to back them up by creating a general and 
clear realization that. serious trouble is in 
store for the automobilist who has mis- 
taken notions about his right of way. A 
right of way he certainly has, but so do 
other people, and at crossings a better 
one. than his.

charged for the food they serve, must 
have been pleased to hear. the news, 
printed yesterday, of a new plan for 
attaining the familiar end. The mission 
of the New York Society of Restaurateurs, 
as announced, is to bring about co-opera- 
tive buying of supplies on such a seale 
as to make great economies | possible 
through the elimination of middlemen. 

That is what everybody is talking about, 
nowadays, and though some people are 
inclined to censider the scheme more 
charming than practical, yet the thing 
can be done, for it has beer done, in 
many instances with some suceegs and 
in a few with really brilliant results, 
The bonds between the “ restaurateurs,’ 
however, are by. no means gs strong as 
their rivalries. are keen, and they are 
divided into so many gtades and classes 
that it will be difficult for any large 
number.of them to get~and remain— 
together for any purpose. 

Their patrons will notice, too, that the 
announcements about the new society 
contain no hints of an irtention to divide 
the’ expected economies with anybody ex- 
cept its members. Not a word is said 
about the purpose, or even the hope, of 
lowering prices. to the public, and ex- 
perience suggests. that if a close union 
of the kind suggested were formed, the 
exercise. of its powers would not be con- 
fined to the saving of money by getting 
rid of. the middleman.

Dear Dr. Van» Denburg: I wish you to 
discontinue your efforts to help me secure 
an appointment as teacher in the elementary 
day schools of this city, although I appre- 
clate and am deeply grateful for your in- 
terest in me. My reason, in briecf,- is that 
I consider myself undervalued when $720 
marks the standard ro 

When'I first considéred the idea of being 
a teacher the salary was not $720, but $900. 
When I was graduated from college and 
ready to take the examinations for teachers 
the $900 had dwindled to a mere $720. Con- 
sidering the time. necessary to prepare for 
the teaching profession, the present salary 
is to me nothing more than an insult to 
my ability and fitness. It is all very well 
to speak of the sacredness of the profession, 
of the great influence the teacher hag in 
preserving the State through guiding the 
younger generations along the paths of up- 
rightness, honesty, &c., but those senti- 
ments could not buy a single copy of a news- 
paper or.a ride on the Subway.

Snow can then be shoveied into these baskets 
and a stream of water turned on from ,a hose 
to carrv. the - snow. through. the wire mesh, 
leaving all dcbris in the baskets, which can 
be lifted out and emptied as often as neces- 
sary into garbage wagons or receptacles for 
subsequent dumping. 

It is perhaps possible to make such baskets 
with a flange or other retaining means that 
would render it feasible to allow them. to remain 
in the manholes with the covers on, so that 
they may be left permanently in place, elim- 
inating danger of small children falling into 


the sewers when the covers have been acci- 
dentally displaced or rsmoved by mischievous 
children.

makes the following statement: 

Judge Otto Rosalsky told Morris Meyers 
three weeks before the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals was, handed down that it would be 
adverse to Patrick, and that Judge Gray 
would read the opinion, He told Meyers he 
got this information from. the District At- 
torney’s office,. and at that time Judge 
Gray's son was Assistant District Attorney. 
I don’t accuse Judge Gray of being bought 
or corrupted in this case, but I do believe he 
was influenced by some cause otherwise than 
the record of the case, as in the prevailing 
opinion he distorted the testimony and facts. 
If you do not believe this, ask Senator Hill; 
he can point out to you wherein it _ was 
done, N 
As this statement is sleeciatany false, 
and as it is a great injustice to my father, | t 
Judge Rosalsky, and myself, I feel that I 
shouid make a public denial. I do not re- 
call ever having spoken to Judge Rosal- 
Sky, who at that time was a practicing 
lawyer, about the Patrick case, and I 
certainly. never stated to anybody what 
the opinion of the Court of Appeals was 
to be or who was to write the opinion. 
In fact, the statement.is so absurd that it 
seems. hardly. necessary to deny it, and if 
it were only myself that were involved, 
I would not take the trouble to do so. I 
spoke to Judge Rosalsky to-day, and he 
assured me. that there was no truth in 
the statement, and that he had so stated 
to ‘the press. . 

The contention ‘that my father should 
not have ‘sat in the case in the Court of 
Appeals in view of my position at the 
time in the District Attorney’s office is 
likewise absurd. I was not appointed on 
the staff of the District Attorney. until 
a month or so before the case came up 
for trial—that is to say, a long time after 
the indictment of Patrick. I had abso- 
lutely no connection with the trial of the 
case, which was conducted by Assistant 
District Attorney;:; Osborne and Garvan. 
After the conviction Patrick’s counsel 
made a ‘motion for 
Recorder Goff, on the ground of newly 
discovered evidence. Mr. Garvan, who 
had charge of that: motion, asked me if I 
would prepare for him a digest or synop- 
sis of all reported cases in this State 
bearing on motions of this sort. Mr. 
Garvan asked me to prepare this because |. 
I was at the time in the Appeal Bureau 
of. the District Attorney's office. 

When the motion came. up before Re- 
corder Goff I attended, and ‘naturally 
took my seat alongside of Mr. Garvan in 
the courtroom. The court stenographer 
noted .my .appearance with Mr... Garvan, 
although, strictly speaking, I was not 
taking part in <he proceedings, but my 
appearance on this motion for a new trial 
appears in the printed record in the Court 
of Appeals. 

I had absolutely no connection with the 
argument ofthe appeal in the Court of 
Appeals. After the conviction had been 
affirmed Senator Hill made a motion for’ 
a reargument ‘on the ground that my 
father should not Lave sat in the case. 
Although: tie’ cout had been divided ‘in 
affi#mihe the’ tonvictian of Patrick, they 
were unanimous in denying the motion 
for a reargument; and the opinion, written 
by Judge-Cullen, one of the Judges who 
had dissented from the affirmance of the 
conviction, strongly denied the applica- 
tion. The court, after pointing out the 
facts, said: 

It is conceded that this relationship consti- 
tuted no legal disqualification of the Judge, 
but it is ‘contended that the fact rendered it 
improper for, Judge Gray to sit in the case. 
It would be & sufficient answer to this claim 
that of an objection of that character, im- 
propriety as distinguished from legal disqual- 
ification, the Judge himself is the sole 
arbiter. (Matter of Dodge & Stevenson 
Manufacturing Company, 77 N. Y¥. 101.) But 
the objection is now presented not to Judge 
Gray alone but to the whole court, and it 
is only just to our associate that we should 
express our views on the subject. Many and 
great Judges have allowed their relatives: to 
practice before them; others have declined 
to hear cases in which near relatives ap- 
peared as counsel, but we have never heard 
of a Judge refusing to sit in any case be- 
cause at some earlier period his relative had 
taken part in the legal preceedings in the 
cause. This appeal was argued in this court 
by Judge Landon and Mr. ‘Howard S. Gans 
for the prosecution. Mr. Gray in no way ap- 
peared in the preparation or in the argu- 
ment of the appeal, and his sole connection 
with the case was that already stated. We 
think it woulg not occur to the most sensi- 
tive judicial officer that such a previous ap- 
pearance in a case by his son, not as coun- 
sel for a private litigant, but as a public 
officer in the performance of official duties, 
would either bias his action or affect public 
confidence in the impartiality of that ac- 
tion. While if Judge Gray had retired from 
the hearing of the appeal his associates 
would have respected his motives, at the 
same time they would have felt that delicacy 
had been indulged in to an excessive degree 
at their expense, and that a burden which in 
the ordinary practice of the court would, in 
the first. instance, have fallen’ upon him, 
had been rather ufwarrantably imposed upon 
‘one of them. It.may be further said that if 
any objection was cntertained to Judge Gray’s 
participation in the hearing of this appeal 
ft should have been made at the commence- 
ment 6f:the argument, when if he had sought 
counsel of his associates we should have ad- 
vised Judge Gray. that it was his duty to sit. 
Counsel “shoul@ not have awaited Judge 
Gray’s action, and finding that action un- 
favorable, now take the objection. (Opinion 
reported in 183 N. Y. 62.) 

The last sentence shows clearly the feel- 
ing entertained by the’ court regarding 
this application...

All of these points; very. interestingly 
developed, with a considerable degree of 
ig and shade and a plentiful sprinkling 

very clever lines,.lead up to@the ulti- 
mate catastrophe, when. one bad stroke 
after“another is followed by a veritable 
holocaust in the form of the dam’s sud- 
den. collapse, with fearful loss of life. 
And the’ play eventuates in a tragedy. 
This, of course, drives home the real 
moral and provides the -real answer to 
the ethical . question. Moreover, here 
there can be no room for argument. 

It is very ably acted at'the Astor, with 
Mr. Robert Edeson providing a notably 
fine emotional scene in ‘the tnaird act and 
a considerable amount of vigorous acting 
throughout the play. In the earlier scenes 
he seemed .a trifle heavy and he might 
improve there with advantage. But when 
the going was strong his acting was 
truly superb. Mr. Lackaye, too, acted
